APPALLING CONDITIONS IN 
HONG KONG 

“Social misery in Hong Kong is 
unlike anything elsewhere in the 
world,” said the Rev. K. L. Stumpf, 
of the Lutheran World Service in 
Hong Kong speaking at recent meet- 
ings. “The flood of refugees from 
Communist China into Hong Kong 
began in 1949. In 1949, the colony 
had 600,000 people and today we 
have ihree million with 1,400 new 
births every week.” 

Mr. Stumpf described lack of 
housing as being the greatest prob- 
lem. He deplored absence of plan- 
ning or control in settlements for 
squatters and said that fires had 
ravaged the cardboard and plywood 
shacks in the Kowloon area. 

100,000 people sleep in the streets 
at night without shelter and 60,000 
children roam about in Hong Kong 
without parental guidance. 

Water shortage is appalling. “My 
own family,” said Mr. Stumpf, “has 
in dry seasons one small tub of 
water a day for four. With it we 
do all our cooking, and wash our 
clothes and bodies. It is inconven- 
ient but absolutely nothing compar- 
ed to some of the refugee families 
of eight or ten persons.” 

Mr. Stumpf went on to describe 
the medical and educational prob- 
lems of the colony. He estimated 
that 110 bodies of T.B. victims are 
collected each day. “A population of 
three million,” ‘he affirmed, “ac- 
cording to European standards, 
should have at least 18,000 beds un- 
der normal conditions. Hong Kong 
has 2,000. Thirty per cent of the 
children in Hong Kong can go to 
school, but most of the Hong Kong 
schools are dirty little huts in dirty 


slum areas where the pupils have 


to stand all day and have no books 
or paper or material with which to 
work.” 

There is “bitter disillusionment 
among the thousands of students 
who have come from China and 
cannot be absorbed into the Hong 
Kong economy. “They hate. com- 
munism,” he said, “but their hope 
in democracy, in human rights and 


in Christianity is crushed and they — 


become bitterly disillusioned. Many 
return to China feeling that life 


there could not be worse than in the __ 


West.”
